The interferometers (IFX, IFY1, IFY2) measure the distance traveled 
by the substrate table relative to a reference frame in two dimensions. Without a reference frame, x and y coordinates cannot be 
established. 2. The applicant further contends that it is not adventageous to use a two-dimensional CCD detector The examiner would 
like to point out that a CCD detector is well know for its superior detection efficiency in the visible wavelength in which the lasers in an 
interferometer operate. Therefore, there is an advantage in using a two-dimensional CCD detector . 
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
